The Spanish j.oliry of extortion 
first aesunied really bimlcnsomo pro- 
portions with the rstnMishniont of a 
tobacco monopoly iu 1 T 17. This led 
to the first serious uprisings of the 
colonists — a fori runner of the suc- 
cessive rebellions that were to mark 
the subsequent history of Spanish 
control of tho island. Several of 
these uprisings occurred during the 
first quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and, by that time Oircurding to 
Louis Edward Lew, editor of lfai- 
mundo Cabrera's Cuba and the Cu- 
bans) tho peoplo of. the Is! and hud b#> 
como divided into IW0 distinct and 
hostile parties, tho Cuban and Span- 
ish. Needless to say, this division lias 
continued ever since and the lines of 
cleavage become more and BON 
sharply drawn. In the desperate und 
bloody rebellion of 18C8-TS the long 
pent-up wrath of the colonists broke 
forth with such fury that Spanish 
sovereignty very narrowly neaped 
complete wvcrthrow, and was main- 
tained only at enormous cost. That 
rebellion cost Spain more than $300,- 
000,000 in cash, befides somo 8,000 
officers and 200,000 private soldiers. 
It wa« a war characterized by inde- 
scribable cruelties, among which the 
Havana theat. r 111 .-- u ro of May, 
1S10, and the ov < utinn of the eight 
boy students of Havana whodcf, I 
a Spanish tomb, stand out as lasting 
monuments to the capabilities of the 
Spanish character. The existence of 
tho 8.11110 villainous spirit to-day is 
shown in the ex'raordinary precau- 
tions that have been nceess.iry to 
guard American diplomats and citi- 
zens from mob fury, both in Madrid 
and TTavana. — QtUlton'l Magazine.
